Preposterou s thou gh they were, the Japanese warlords had to 
flood the Orient with claims of disaster for the U. S. fleet, and were 
forced b y the code o f the Far East to claim great victories. For if the 
tru th were known, withou t even a semb lance of cou nter-statement, 
Japan %vou ld “lose face,’’ and the one, and only, chance she still has 
to keep millions of Asiatics in line, is to persu ade them that the 
white race is an inferior one and that the allies are b owing to 
Japanese military might. There is no dou b t b u t that Japan did gain 
great influ ence in many q u arters of the Orient throu gh her rapid 
and smashing early victories, at the time she cau ght a complacent 
white grou p of cou ntries b y su rprise and, in q u ick su ccession, took 
Singapore, the Philippines, Java, Hong Kong, and other vital b astions. 
Now, with the situ ation far different, the leaders at Tokyo are striv­ 
ing desperately to maintain a semb lance of su periority. 
In the 
Japanese mind a lie is highly honorab le—if it serves its pu rpose. 
What they do not seem to comprehend, as Hitler has not also, is 
that a He which kicks b ack—as lies IneviUb ly do—is far more dam­ 
aging than telling the u nvarnished tru th, even if the latter has to b e 
an admission of failu re.

LOS ANGELES, Calif., Oct. 18—It was the opin­ 
ion of Californians in this section w ith whom 
we talk ed that C alifornia’s electoral v otes w ill go 
to President Roosev elt. 
Ev en 
Mr. 
Dewey’s 
most 
ardent iu pporteri 
speak regretfully and critically of the v ast num ­ 
bers of w ork ers in w ar Industries generally con­ 
ceded by them to be headed for M r. Roosev elt’s 
column. 
The labor feeling here on the coast is 
strong, and there are m any other underlying cur­ 
rents. 
G ov ernor Dewey was here and it was in the 
Hollywood bowl w here the republican candidate 
was greeted by the largest audience of his entire 
F ar W estern swing—some 9 0,000 shouting, cheer­ 
ing partisans—and the dem ocratic leaders are un­ 
k ind enough to say it *was the presence of some 
of the motion picture people which attracted the 
throngs. 
B ut am ong the studio folk at this tim e 
the president leads ov erw helm ingly w ith the big 
nam e actors and actresses fam iliar to the public 
about three to one in his fav or. 
Out at one of the 
big studios, about an hour before this w’as w rit­ 
ten, it appeared that the president w as the choice 
of two out of ev ery three m en and women.

There is one significant difference in the pre­ 
v ailing sentim ent here on the coast in m ark ed 
contrast to pre-election dev elopm ents in 19 40. The 
Italians w ith whom we hav e talk ed are supporting 
G ov ernor 
Dewey. 
Four 
years 
ago 
they 
w ere 
solidly back of Mr. Roosev elt. 
W hat this m ay 
m ean in term s of v otes w ill be established w hen 
the ballots are counted, but it m ight cut heav ily 
into the president’s strength and, in certain con­ 
ditions, 
cost 
him 
C alifornia’s 
electoral 
v otes, 
w hich appear to be so certain for him now. There 
is a lot of Italian v otes in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. 
One w ith whom we talk ed put it this way: 
“Mr. Roosev elt has m ade a republican out of 
me for the rest of my life. 
Look at the mess we 
are in. 
T here was a tim e w hen the U. S. A. stood 
alone by itself and did not hav e to w orry about 
other countries.” 
The unansw ered question is w hether the u n­ 
m istak able isolationist attitude reflected in the 
words of this Italian leader truly represents the 
v iews of the imposing racial groups of this region. 
They are not represented possibly in the polls 
now being published.

There is this m atter of registration. County by 
county, reports for all of Southern California hav e 
been appearing day by day and in all instances the 
dem ocrats hav e the edge on their riv als by a few 
hundred eligible v oters or by m any thousands. 
T here has^ been only one county in the reports of 
the past three days, a fairly populous one, by the 
way, but not heav ily industrial, w hich gav e the 
republicans an adv antage in registration. 
Then up through the C entral Valley earlier in 
the week to the second largest county in the state, 
Kern, the second largest geographically, approxi­ 
m ately the sam e physical area of C uster in Ne­ 
brask a, the only ev idence of activ ity w hich was 
to be seen was at the dem ocratic headquarters at 
the county seat. 
It Is one of those strange things so im pressiv e 
from the M issouri riv er line to the Pacific sea­ 
board. 
Here, with the election less than a m onth 
aw ay, there is little actual w ork observ able on the 
surface. 
O rganizational efforts by parties seem 
to hav e been neglected in the deeper interest in 
the progress of the w ar. 
B ut if northern California bears any resem ­ 
blance to political sentim ent in the southern half 
of the state, then the president is well out in front 
at this 'tim e , and it wiU lak e som ething in the 
w ay of a m iracle to change the trend. 
G ov ernor Earl W arren furnished the tip-off in 
a brief denial that he had stak ed any claim to 
C alifornia for G ov ernor Dewey. 
The California 
executiv e said he had been m isquoted in a recent 
press dispatch representing him to hav e said Dewey 
would carry the state. 
“I nev er said it,” G ov ernor W arren told news 
men. 
“My judgm ent is no better than that of any 
other indiv idual and, at best, the indiv idual m erely 
can guess.” 
The gov ernor recognizes one fact that no ob­ 
serv er could ov erlook . 
The republican cam paign 
here reached its peak in the closing day of Sep­ 
tem ber. 
From then on it appears the dem ocrats 
w ere gaining m om entum .

The popular lecturer and “Inform ation Please’’ 
expert, F rank lin P. Adams, is planning a cam ­ 
paign on the “Coolldge Strategy.”

Perhaps, more sensibly than Mrs. Luce, the 
Am erican people w ill leav e history present its own 
v erdict rather than to undertak e to w rite it now 
in the blistering fires of a partisan presidential 
campaign. 
History has had a habit of m ak ing 
sharp-tongued men and women appear foolish and 
absurd. 


More to the point is the fact that the Dewey 
board of censorship seems to hav e a fixed policy 
of sending a wom an to the firing line w ith lethal 
charges of TNT which few, if any m en, would 
care to explode. 
Or did the Dewey cam paign 
board m ak e an exception in the case of Mrs. Luce

A PERSONALITY TEST 
I prophesy 
that 
in the v ery 
near future we are to hear a good 
deal about the Rorschach m ental 
test, 
Rorschach him self and his 
disciples resent calling it an in­ 
telligence quotient test, but they 
hav e not coined a good phrase to 
describe it. 
The nearest is per­ 
sonality, or character, or hum an 
relation test. 
If it does w hat such a descrip­ 
tion suggests it can be seen tha t 
it will be in im m ediate dem and 
w'ith the ten m illion young m en 
and wcxnen who hav e to be fitted 
into civ il industry, and a large 
num ber shock ed by battle experi­ 
ence who hav e to be assessed so 
that a decision can be m ade as to 
w hether they will ev er be able to 
play their parts in the world. 
The originator of the test w as 
H erm ann Rorschach, a Swiss psy­ 
chiatrist who died in 19 22, and 
who had experim ented w ith his 
procedure for diagnosing the per­ 
sonality for 10 years. 
The m ost 
com plete book published in A m er­ 
ica (iealing with the test was pub­ 
lished in 19 42, by the U niv ersity 
of California Press. So it is not a 
sudden or hare-brained idea, but 
has back ground in the experience 
of scientific men. 
N ature of Test. 
I em phasize 
this 
because it 
doesn’t sound as if it w ere v ery 
sensible or profound. 
The tefet 
consists in showing the subject a 
num ber of blots, such as children 
m ak e by dropping ink on a sheet 
of paper and folding it. The sub­ 
ject tells w hat they look lik e to 
him, if anything, and that is all. 
But its sim plicity is deceptiv e. 
Rorschach showed his blots to his 
students, 
his 
academ ic 
friends, 
the janitor of the building, the pa- 


! tients in the state hospital—they 
all had m eaningful experiences 
w hen,look ing at these calculated- 
' ly m eaningless blotches. 
I 
It 
is claim ed 
that 
a careful 
study and .scoring of the results 
! w ill show a detailed analysis of 
! personality, and guide the exam ­ 
iner in adv ising w hat sort of work 
the subject can do best. 
As an exam ple of w hat the test 
will do and how dependable it is 
we hav e the experience extending 
ov er sev eral years at Sarah Law ­ 
rence College. 
The students w ere 
rated on entering college on the 
basis of the Rorschach test A, B, 
C. and D. 
Then they w ere fol­ 
lowed 
through 
their 
academ ic 
career. 
There w ere 23 students 
each classed as A and B. 
One 
of them had an academ ic failure. 
Of 16 students rated as C six had 
academ ic failures and one had to 
see a psychiatrist. 
Of 21 students 
rated as D six had academ ic fail­ 
ures and six had to see a psychi­ 
atrist.

R. C. E.:—My young daughter 
was aged 13 last m onth. How soon 
should I talk to her about her 
m enstural periods, as I w ish to 
tell her soon enough so as to av oid 
em barrassm ent to her.
